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THE  COMMITTEE  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Report  of  the  working  of  the  Institution.  The  Reports  for  the  two  preceding 
years  have  been  published  in  an  abridged  form,  but  it  has  been  deemed 
desirable  to  include  in  this  year’s  Report  fuller  details  of  the  Receipts  from 
Annual  Subscriptions,  Donations  and  other  sources,  and  to  revert  to  the 
Hospital’s  normal  practice  of  circulating  the  Report  among  all  subscribers  of 
2/6  and  upwards. 

Accommodation  and  Staff 

The  present  accommodation  for  in-patients  is  Twenty-three  Beds  and 
Nine  Private  Wards,  including  the  Maternity  Section,  of  Four  Beds  and 
Three  Private  Wards. 

The  further  calls  necessarily  made  by  the  Armed  Forces  on  the  Nursing 
Profession  render  the  task  of  maintaining  their  staffs  at  the  required  com¬ 
plement  one  of  anxiety  and  difficulty  to  Hospitals  throughout  the  country. 
This  Hospital  has  been  no  exception,  but  with  assistance  from  the  Civil 
Nursing  Reserve  and  from  temporary  nurses  engaged  through  Nursing 
Institutions  the  difficulties  have  been  largely  surmounted.  The  heavy  calls 
made  on  Miss  Hunter  and  her  Staff  have  been  cheerfully  shouldered  by  them, 
and  the  skill  and  attention  bestowed  by  them  on  their  patients  have  evoked 
the  warm  gratitude  of  the  many  cases,  both  civil  and  military,  with  which 
they  have  had  to  deal  during  the  year. 

Medical  Staff 

The  local  Medical  Staff  consists  of  Drs.  M.  Backwell,  J.  Baxter  (Burgh), 
W.  Brownlie,  R.  N.  Kinnison  (Wainfleet),  D.  F.  Menzies,  J.  D.  O’Neill,  A.  S. 
Paterson  (Hogsthorpe),  B.  Sweeten  and  T.  R.  Wilson  (Wainfleet).  All  have 
been  in  regular  attendance,  with  the  exception  of  Drs.  O’Neill  and  Paterson, 
who  are  still  serving  with  H.M.  Forces.  The  services  of  Dr.  Backwell  are 
now  no  longer  available,  he  having  joined  the  Army  in  February,  1943. 

In-patients 

During  the  year  the  number  of  in-patients  was  490,  viz.,  258  male  and 
232  female,  an  increase  of  83  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Of  these 
cases  244  were  surgical,  90  medical  and  156  maternity.  118  general 
and  12  local  anaesthetics  were  administered,  and  130  operations  were 
performed,  as  compared  with  154  in  1941. 

104  persons  were  admitted  during  the  year  suffering  from  injuries 
received  in  road  and  other  accidents.  The  1941  total  was  33. 

There  have  been  8  deaths,  four  of  which  occurred  within  48  hours  of 
admission. 

Out -Patients 

The  out-patients  numbered  211,  94  operations  were  performed,  71  general 
and  23  local  anaesthetics  were  administered,  and  513  dressings  were  given. 
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X-Ray  Department 

During  the  year  941  X-Ray  cases  have  been  dealt  with,  as  compared  with 
340  in  1941.  The  scale  of  charges  is  extremely  moderate,  and  fees  are  pay¬ 
able  at  the  time  of  examination.  The  heavy  increase  shown  in  the  work  of 
this  Department  is  due  to  the  larger  number  of  cases  examined  under  the 
Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  viz.  775  in  1942,  as  compared  with  230  in  1941. 


Maintenance  Account 

The  Maintenance  Account  for  the  year  shows  an  Income  of  £4969/1 1  / 1  Of 
and  an  Expenditure  of  £4722/8/6.  The  Balance  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
year  was  £629/18/0.

It  should  be  noted  that  the  above  costs  include  Out-patients’  Department 
Expenditure,  which  can  only  be  separated  by  estimates  and  apportionments. 

In  1941,  as  shown  above,  the  Average  Statistical  Cost  was  £5/12/1,  and 
the  Total  Cost  £5/13/10. 

The  lower  average  cost  in  1942  as  compared  with  the  previous  year  is 
largely  attributable  to  the  heavy  increase  in  patient  days,  viz.  from  5038  in 
1941  to  6275  in  1942. 

The  Expenditure  on  Provisions  covers  the  feeding  of  patients  and  staff, 
and  the  food  costs  per  person  per  week  work  out  at  9/7£  in  1942  as  compared 
with  9/4  in  1941.  The  slight  increase  thus  shown  must  be  regarded  as 
extremely  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  general  upward  tendency  in  the  prices 
of  foodstuffs. 
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Income 

In  these  critical  times,  it  is  extremely  satisfactory  to  record  an  Income  of 
£4970  and  an  excess  over  Expenditure  of  £217.  The  Hospital  continues  to 
receive  excellent  support  from  the  people  of  Skegness  and  District,  in  spite  of 
the  difficulties  which  our  resort  is  experiencing,  but  we  miss  many  of  our 
normal  sources  of  income,  notably  the. Annual  Dinner-Table  Collection.  The 
Ministry  of  Health,  however,  has  continued  to  reserve  12  of  our  beds  under 
the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  and  the  payments  made  by  the  Ministry  in 
this  connection  have  served  to  ease  a  financial  situation  which,  without  the 
co-operation  of  the  Ministry,  would  undoubtedly  quickly  deteriorate. 

Annual  Subscriptions  aid  Collecting  Boxes 

Annual  Subscriptions  and  Collecting  Boxes  have  yielded  £34 1/1 6/0 ^ ,  as 
compared  with  £237/8/3^  in  1941.  The  receipts  from  this  source  have  now 
attained  pre-war  standards,  a  happy  state  of  affairs  which  merits  the  warm 
thanks  of  the  Committee  both  to  the  subscribers  for  their  generous  and 
encouraging  support,  and  to  the  Honorary  Collectors  who  have  carried  out 
their  duties  so  assiduously  and  so  effectively. 

The  detailed  list  of  contributions  will  be  found  on  pages  7  to  15  of  this 
Report. 

Donations 

Donations  are  shown  in  detail  on  page  24,  and  total  £181/4/5?  as  compared 
with  £58/18/6  in  the  previous  year.  Many  of  the  contributions,  it  should  be 
noted,  come  from  grateful  civilian  and  military  patients. 

A  special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Butlin,  who  has  donated 
£50  towards  the  cost  of  repairs  found  necessary  to  the  Refrigerating  Apparatus 
presented  to  the  Hospital  by  him  some  years  ago. 

Mr.  Herrick  Watson  still  continues  to  hand  over  to  the  Hospital  his  net 
earnings  as  a  member  of  the  Royal  Observer  Corps.  The  total  amount 
received  from  him  up  to  date  is  £84/10/4,  and  Mr.  Watson’s  generous  gesture 
is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Offertories 

Offertories  (see  page  24)  taken  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  have  been  received 
from  three  Churches,  and  their  recognition  of  its  service  in  the  beneficent 
work  of  tending  the  sick  and  suffering  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Sundry  Collections 

Receipts  from  Sundry  Collections  (detailed  on  page  6)  total  £1029/10/3^, 
as  compared  with  £784/10/0  in  1941 .  The  increase  shown  is  largely  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  Sunday  Entertainments  Act  Contributions  received  in 
1942  cover  a  period  of  15  months.  The  substantial  help  accruing  from  this 
direction  is  especially  welcome  at  a  time  when  so  many  other  sources  of 
revenue  have  shrunk  considerably  or  dried  up  entirely,  and  assists  the  Com¬ 
mittee  greatly  in  their  arduous  task  of  financing  the  Hospital’s  activities. 

The  Annual  Rose  Day  Collections  in  Skegness  and  Burgh  were  again 
organized  by  Mrs.  B.  H.  Foster  and  Mrs.  J.  Hanson  respectively  with  their 
characteristic  thoroughness  and  enthusiasm.  Under  present  conditions  they 
cannot  expect  or  be  expected  to  emulate  their  efforts  of  pre-war  days  when 
previous  records  went  by  the  board  year  after  year  almost  as  a  matter  of 
course,  but  none  the  less  the  Committee  extend  their  cordial  thanks  to  these 
ladies,  and  to  the  many  zealous  helpers  who  assisted  them  in  augmenting 
Hospital  funds  to  the  extent  of  £99/5/9. 
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Weekly  Contributory  Scheme 

The  Weekly  Contributions  totalling  £305/9/8^  are  detailed  on  pages  16-17 
and  the  receipts  reflect  great  credit  on  the  Committee  controlling  the  Scheme, 
which  has  continued  to  function  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  T.  W. 
Hodgson,  and  on  its  enthusiastic  and  zealous  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  Arthur 
Degg,  who  has  played  such  an  important  part  for  many  years  in  popularising 
the  movement. 

The  ranks  of  the  contributors  have  been  temporarily  depleted,  of  course, 
by  the  drafting  into  H.M.  Forces  of  many  former  contributors.  Any  person 
eligible  to  participate  in  the  benefits  which  the  Scheme  offers  is  urged  to 
communicate  with  Mr.  Degg,  32,  Richmond  Drive,  Skegness,  who  will  gladly 
furnish  full  particulars.  It  should  be  emphasised  that  the  Scheme  is  not 
confined  to  employees  only,  and  all  persons  deemed  eligible  by  the  Committee 
may  contribute. 

The  small  sum  of  one  penny  per  week  entitles  the  contributor  to  free 
Hospital  Maintenance  and  nursing,  while  wives  and  children  of  contributors 
may  enjoy  similar  benefits  by  payment  at  the  same  rate. 

Free  accommodation  for  the  Meetings  of  this  Committee  has  been  gen¬ 
erously  provided  by  the  management  of  the  Kit-Cat  Caf6,  High  Street.

During  the  year  under  review  the  Hospital  has  received  payment  of  a 
Bequest  of  £100,  less  Legacy  Duty,  made  under  the  Will  of  the  late  Mr.  Thos. 
Gadd.  This  bequest  has  been  applied  towards  the  liquidation  of  the  Debt  on 
Extensions  Fund  Account. 


Emergency  Hospital  Scheme 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  Emergency  Medical  Service  cases  treated  in 
this  Hospital  during  1942  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  accounted 
for  2432  patient  days  out  of  the  total  of  6275.  In  addition,  775  X-Ray  exam¬ 
inations  have  been  dealt  with,  and  Out-patient  treatment  has  been  given  to 
240  cases, 
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Thanks  to  Helpers,  etc. 

The  Committee  are  very  grateful  to  Mr.  W.  C.  Howard  and  to  Messrs. 
Kenrick  Morgan  &  Co.  for  continuing  to  give  their  services  as  Honorary 
Solicitor  and  Honorary  Auditors  respectively. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Editors  of  the  “Skegness  News”  and  “Skegness 
Standard”  for  their  readiness  at  all  times  to  give  publicity,  through  the 
medium  of  their  columns,  to  matters  relating  to  the  activities  of  the  Hospital. 

The  permission  granted  by  the  Skegness  U.D.C.  for  the  holding  of 
Committee  Meetings  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  Town  Hall  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  members  of  the  Hospital  Committee. 

To  the  many  other  supporters  of  this  Institution,  to  whom  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  refer  individually  in  this  brief  annual  review,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  their  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  all 
help  received,  whether  by  the  organisation  of  Special  Efforts,  by  collection 
of  Subscriptions,  personal  service,  etc.,  etc.,  or  by  gifts  in  cash  or  kind.
